rum provincia fertilifſima ? How were we rid, and whipt, and ſpurd by all ſorts 
of thoſe cruel Maſters ? But bleſſed be God that we have ſeen Monarchy, that 
beſt form of Government, which ſeemed to have been put to Death with that 
blefled Martyr, again revived : Our flaring [land now ſetled upon its Old 
Baſis, and that from Parity and Anarchy, as weary of that Calf, we are reſto- 
red to Order and Monarchy, Monarchy the beſt curb to emulations and fa- 
ctions, the belt fence againſt mimaſities and ambitions, the beſt ſupport of e- 
very mans intereſt, the beſt remedy againſt confuſion, and the beſt means of ſe- 
curing our peace and happineſs : What elſe ſpeaks one God in the World, one 
Sun in Heaven, one Soul in Man, one Heart in the Body, but cne King in a 
Kingdom, to be the moſt abſolute, n free, molt happy form of Govern- 
ment? And to this happineſs and ftetd God now reſtored us, under the 
government of our Lavful Hereditary "I King, 


| Hen I conſider that Miracle of Mercies theſe three dying 
V Kingdoms now ſo ſuddenly, ſo ftrangely,refioced to health;

A KING whoſe Education abroad, hath fitted him for his Government 
at home, who hath no more ſuffered in all his tribulations, then the Sun in an 
Eclipſe, which onely hath ſerved to mike him the more reſplendent, whom 
though God ſuffered for a while to be as a wandring Star, yet naw to our great 
joy we ſee him fixed in the Orbe of his own Domimons, and guilding this 
Britiſh World with his matchleſs Luſtre, and long may his leet Influences, 

2 the ſource of all our Felicities, Nor do we ſee him reſtored onely to his 
Titles and Revenews, but to all other his Natrve and Legal Rights: One of 
the chief of which is his power over the MLIT IA, fiznihed by the (word 
put into his hand at the Coronation ; without which, A Monarch is a King and 
no King ; without h ch, diſaffected perſons would look upon him as the Phi- 
liftins did upon Sampſon, without his hair, in which his ſtrength lay: but 
bleſſed be God, that that withered hand is now reſtored which will not bear the 
ſword in vain, | 

Nor may this time be called . dwixd]are7tus, 4 time of reſtoring, 010- 
ly in reſpe& of his Majeſty ; but likewiſe in divers other relations, as the wiſe- 
man ſayes of wiſdom, Onnie mihi bona pariter venere cum illa, All good things 
came to me along with her ; ſo many other reftorings came along with the re- 
ftoring of bur Gracious Soveraign ; as, firſt the reſtoring of the Patlia- 
ment. 

We have ſeen PARLIAMENTS reſtored again to their former privi- 
ledges and ſplendour, and filled again with the three eſtates, Lords Spiritual, 
Lords Temporal, and Commons, which like a threefold cord cannot eaſily be 
broken; to whom his Majelty aſcribes ſo much, that he efteems them as ne- 
ceſſary to his Greatneſs, as leaves about the roſe to preſerve its beauty: And 
though one of thoſe Eſtates then devoured the other two, and moſt unnaturally 
ſome of her own Members ; yet now we ſee the Coronets flouriſhing with the 
Crown, and Peerage acting again in its former ſphere, and the two Houſes re- 
pleniſhed again with men of ſcience and conſcience, the two ſources of as many 


ſignal bleſſings to this Church and Kingdom, as all former Chronicles ſince the 


Conquett have recorded: ſo that well may this time in reference to the Par- 
liament be called a time of reſtoring ; I, and well may this Parliament be tiled 
the Reſtoring Parliament, the repairer of our breach:s, and the reſtorer of pathgs 
ta dwell in. 

And a time of reſtoring too, we muſt needs call it, if we look upon the 
CHURCH), and ſtate Fceleſiaftical: How did we deſpair of ever ſeeing that 
flouriſh again, when it was ſtubb d up root and branch > But now we have ſeen 
Arens rod budding and bloſſoming again; New we ſee our Our Churches reſto- 
red, which formerly were dens of Thieves, and tables for Horſes ; and our 
Churchmen reſtored, who were formerly outed by ſeditious bold intruders, and 
inſlead of ringing, Curſe ye Meroz, in every Pulpit, we have now Aarons, Bells

ſtriking on both ſides, Fear God, honour the King : And inſtead if adry empty 
Directory, Which had neither the Creed, the Lords Prayer, not I en Command- 
ments; in room of that Talmud ſabaudicmm, the Savoyan Talmud, as Rams 
call'd the platform of Geneva Ducipline; we have the aucient Liturgy of the 
Church ot England, which Mr. Fex laith, was made by the aid of the Holy Ghoſt ; 
and of which, the worſt that Ca/vin could ſay, was, that there were in it /ne- 
pie quad ams tollerabiles ; though he was pleaſed to call them zeptie, things 
not io fit and proper as he ſuppoted, yet even in his etieem, they were tolera- 


biles, And as the fountain cf all thete 

We have ſeen to our great tejcyceing, Our reverend BISHOPS reflored 
to their former Henours and I uriſdictiom; and not ſuch Biſhops as wereſome- 
time emblem*'d by a ſmooth Aſh, that does nothing but bear keyes, butſuch as 
Eraſmm once ſpoke of, Sola Anglia dotios habet Epiſcopo! ; ſuch as Biſhop 
James Monntagues commendation of Mr, / erkzas in his funeral ermon, ma 
very well ſute with, that teach Ex land to ſerve God, and Minilters to preac 
Jeſus Chriſt; and it is his Majeſties great care, that it may never be ſaid of a- 
ny of our Prelates, as of Saul, that when he came to the High places, he made 
an end of propheſying. 

And a time of Reſtoring too we mult needs acknowledg it, if we look upon 
cur Brethren of the Gown, that ncble and worthy Proſeſſion of the LAW. 
How ſad was the face of things when we were governed by an Arbitrary Fower ; 
when mott matters ivere determined by men of loit conſcience, and reputation; 
Remota Juftitia ; What were our Kingdoms but Magne L atrocima, great 
Thievedoms ? That Emblem of Alciat did very well tuit with thoſe times; 
Fiſcerculos aurata rapit medio aquore Sar dan. The filly Sprats being under the 
water are chaſed up and down by the great Guilt-heads,and if they ſpring out of 
the Sea for fear, they are quickly devoured of the gready Seamewes, Thus 
were the poorer people hunted and purſued by the great Guiltheads their rich 
neighbours ; and if they ſought to be relieved by the Law, they were ſure to 
fall into the hands of ſome mercenary Demoſ{benes;, and ſo were in the poor Wo- 
mans caſe in the Goſpel, who after the had ſpent all that ſhe had, was nothing 
the better, but much the worſe, Put now God hath reſtored our Judges as at 
firſt, and our Connſellours as at the beginning: Now we ſee the ſeats of Juſtice 
filled with men of Integrity and Conſcience, who account it their honour to ba 
the guardians" of liberty, and property, the reſcuers of pot men from invaſion 
and oppreſſion ; and touſe the Pſalmitts words, who keep the /.mple folk by their 
right, and deliver their ſouls from oppreſſion and wrong, And may theſe two 
Gowned Nations, the Clergy and the Lawy: rs, now at laut lern wildom by 
their ſufferings ; and ſeeing their dirference hve renuted them à prey ta the 
common adverſary, may they henceforth lay aſide all animoſities, and mutually 
ſupport one another, and both together, like Aaraz and Hur, ſupport our 


MOSES. An! 
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And one thing more we cannot forget, the print of cur ſhackles puts us in mind 
of it, to make it a time of rettoring too in regard of our liberty and freedom from 
our former ſlavery, How did we groan under the cruel ulage of theſe tyran- 
nical Uſurpers, by whom we were not ſo much governed as defiroyed ? by 
whom we were not ſufferd ſo much liberty as to grieve for our ſlavery, but were 
dealt withal as theives deal with them they cob, bound and gagg'd, that we might 
neither ſtir to help our ſelves, nor cry out for the help of others, But bleſſed 
be God, who rewembred #s in our low ejtate, and by the valour and prudence of 
a renowned GENERAL rettored us to cur loſt liberty; Of which, as we 
have a high ſhare, ſo let us have a deep ſence, never forgetting thoſe bleſſings 
with which God hath croivned his undertakings, but ever acknowledging the ſettle- 
ment of our ſtate both Citi and Eccleſiaſtical, to be aſcribed, next under God, 
to that waparallell'd Inflrumem, And may it be th' vote of all true Engliſh 
hearts, that that noble Duke, qui nobis hac otia fecit, may for ever be the dar- 
ling both of Prince and people. But as for thoſe diſcontented _ whoſe 
fingers yet itch to be ringing the changes, may the ropes ſo gall them, as may 
make at laſt beſhrew their own fingers. 

And we cannot for ſhame but take in our own COURT S here,and make 
it a time of Reſtoring for them too: O how was the poor Clergy ſtung by ſwarmes 
of Committee-men in every Town , City, and County: Communee-men 
a greater peſt to the Gentry and Clergy of this Land, than ever was the Inqui- 
fition to the Moores in Spain, Men that profeſſed Divinity, but never ſhewed 
the leaſt humanity, Men that cried down all forms, but a ferm of godlineſs, 
which onely they had, and denied the power thereof, Men that uſed the Word 
of God, as ſome ſay of Beneditts Rule, onely te profeſs, but not to perform. 
Men that pretended to ſerve God, when they intended to ſerve themſelves of 
him, Men that made much ado about ſetting Chriſt upon his Throne, but it 
was that they might be his Deputies, Men tnat would have been thought An- 
gels, though it were but for troubling the water, that they might have the bet- 
ter fiſhing, Men that tore the Churches garments, to make their own whole ; 
and pull'd down the wall of Sion, to build their Fabe/ : and, to borrow the 
words of that Right Reverend and Learned Biſhop in his Coronation Sermon, 
Men that ſacrificed the publick, Intereſt to their particular concernments, and en- 
gaged the whole Nation to Li againſt it ſelf, and to cut one another: throats, to 
gratifie their malice and ambition, Men that imbroyled all to enrich themſelves, 
and ſet other mens houſes on fire, that by the help of the light they might ſee 
the better to run away with the goods, Men that had neither conſcience to awe 
them, nor ſhame to reſtrain them from doing any thing ; Every thing that 
might ſpeak ſhame or ſorrow to the Gentry and the Clergy, Theſe were then 
our Taskmafters, who had uſurped upon the managing of theſe Comres, and to 
theſe were we to render the tale of our Brick, whoſe meaneſs and baſeneſs, in

How were out Lamp ſwuſfed, not by the golden ſnuffers of the vanQtuary, but 
by Demerrins the Silver-ſmuch, and Alexander the Copyer-ſmith, and men of 
ſuch mettal ? How was the Ark of the Church, which was wont to be carried 
by Lues, now carried by theſe beaſts of the uncircumciſed Philiſtins, ſhaken, 
and tottered, and overturned ? Ho did theſe Churches Vergers (veep our 
Church, not with the beſowe of Reformation, as they pretended , but with the 
beſanee of deſtruttion ? duch like lweepers as the Remifh Vulgar makes the 
woman in the Goſpel to be, which in ſtead of dum eterrit, reads donuuns ever- 
nit; Who in ſiead of ſweeping it, turned it uplide down, and caſt, not only the 
Clergy out of the Church, but the Church out of the windows | O how were 
our iculs filled with the (cornful reproofs of the wealthy, and with the deſpite- 
fulneſs of the proud! But bleſſed be God who hath taken down our harps from the 
willews,hath brought our Courts into their former current, teſtot d our Jurisdiction 
to its priſtine beauty, and turn'd our capuvity from under Committee men, into 
the milde and ſweet government of Epiſcopal juriſdiction) And let our ſubmiſſion 
to their Laws and Cenſures never ſeem irklom, or burdenſom to us, ſeeing the 
want of the due execution of theſe was the main cauſe of all our miſeries ; for 
had theſe Currs been muzled by Ecclefiaftical cenſures, they had never by their 
bauling ſo dilturbed our peace and quiet But El begat Phineas, Phi. 
was begat /chabed ; remiſſneſs in Governcurs, begat prophane and ſeditious 
Prieſts, and theſe begat /chabed, ſhame and ruine, and confuſion to our Church 
and Kingdom. And thus you ſee that in all theſe reſpects we may very fitly 
call theſe times, 8 S. PETER calls thoſe times, As z. 21. 
e imrd]acdoie; ler, the tie of reſtitution, or the times of reſtoring all

' A Nd now fince God hath done ſo much for us, let us not be wanting to 
our ſelves, but do what we can on our own parts, to make it a time

And inthe rf ace, Let us make it a time of reftoring for the reading of 
the COMMON PRAYER BOOK in our rches, S. Jobs 
weptwhen there was not one found to een the Book ; And what a lamentable 

ing is it, that ſhould be ſo peeviſh as not to open this Book; the very 

of which,caultd our farefathers the Martyrs to weep for joy. But I need 

mw wort 'l ſay,you do read it: I, but how readeit thou ? You

heart to it, rather then pectorals. I he Arhemraxs baniſhed Terpander, for ad- 
ding one firing to his Harp; what then do you deſerve who have taken away ſo 
many, that you have quite marred the Churches Muſick , and have turned all 
into jarrs and diſcords ? For by this mangling and curtailing of the Commun-pray- 
ers, as your ſelves pleaſe, what do you elſe but make your ſelves Biſhops in your 
ovn Pariſhes ? You revive that Puritan Tenet, 7 hat nothing muſt be injoyned , 
but all left ts your own liberty; Youcall in queſtion the wiſdome of the State; 
you flatly diſobey an Act of Parliament; you bring the Common Prayer into 
ciſ grace and diſlike with the people, as a frivolous, unneceſlary,ſuper flucus piece 
cf ſervice, and ſo bid fair for the uſhering in that Goddeſs of the Presbyterians, 
tn: Directory, and the Covenant, When the daily Sacrifice was taken way, 
then was ſetup the abomination of deſolation ; and when this daily Sacrifice , 
the Prayers and Service of our Church ſhall be ſuffered to be thus ſcorned, cur- 
tailed and abuſed ; we my well fear that abomination of Deſolation to be in- 
troduced and ſet up again amongſt us: Nor would I have you ſcrupulous to 
readit, as you are injoyned, in your Swrplice and Formalities ; though Michel 
ſcorned the /innen Ephod, yet David did not leave it off for all that.

them to the Law, and the Hebrews ſay, that 46r did teach the men, and 
Sarah the women : Abraham and Sarah made ſouls, made them new by inſtruct- 
ing and catechifing them. After Ai lraba we have David ſaying, Pal. 34. 
Come ye children bearken unto me, I will teach you the fear of the Led; thatis, 
the firſt Principles; for the fear of the Lord i the beginning of w1{doms : and that

Before the lraclues were to enter into 
Canaan, they were to cat the Palleover, Joſh, 5. 10. As ever you hope, you 
or your people, to enter into the heavenly Ct, you mult be receivers of the 
blefled Sacrament ; for they who will not drin. the Cap of blefſeng, ſhall drink. 
the Cup of trea bling ; and they who refuſe the Supper of the Lord, ſhall be for 
ever kepe from the Supper of the Lamb, Fi 

But receiving is not ſufficient, it Carclage be not Chriſtian. Better be abſent 
than'rudely preſent ;- for thats but a neglect of God, this a ſcorn of him, 1 
(hall therefore in the next place put you in mind of malung this time a time of 
reſtoring too, in reſpeR of due reterence in GODS HOUSE and SER- 
VIC E. That the Patriarchs had ſet houſes and places of Gods Worſhip, ap- 
pears not onely by theſet Altars and Groves, but by the ſpeech of Jacob, T bis 
place is no other than the Houſe of Gd, and the gate of Heaven.

Tertullian (2th , We pray manibus txpanſis quia inuocnts, capite nude quis 
non ernbeſcemus ; and S. Baſilſgives this Teſtimony of Gregory Thanmatargots , 
That he never covered bus head in the Church; Why (0? Becauſe h (Laich 
8 true Scholler of the A poſtle, who tells us, that every MAN PRAYING 
OR PROPHESYING having hu bead covered, diſhanowreth bis bead : And 
the man ought not to cover his head, inaſmuch as he is the image and glory 
of God. But how different is this from our practiſe ? How do men ruſh in- 
to Gods Hcuſe without any reverence, and are almoſt at the uppet end, before 
they think of their Hats 2 How do they ft like Quakers with their Hats nai- 
led to their heads, while the Preacher is delivering to them Gods Mefſage wirh 
his head uncovered : So that ſhould a Turk or an Infidel come into our 
Churches, he would by our behavieur take this place for a Theater, where the 
poor Parſon is brought in like Sampſon, to make the Lords of the Philsffins 
with their Hats on, {ome ſport and paſtime. Sure I am, moſt of our people 
Carry themſelves in the Church as if it were not Gods Houſe, or as if the 
cf the Houſe, were from home, and come with boldneſs ſufficient to the Throne 
of Grace: And no marvel,if they be ſorude,when as the Minifter himſelf hath no 
more reſpect of that ſacred Table, then of a Dreſſer-board,bur lets ĩt be
